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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding appicant's remarks, applicant argues 
that the prior art of record does not disclose "the credential indicates that the client has the right to use only a portion of a service's 
capabilities, wherein the portion is less than a total of the capabilities provided by the first service". However, Adams discloses that the 
selector entitiy then returns matching privilege data that meets the test criteria data (Adams: column 3 lines 26-59 and column 4 lines 25- 
36) as agreed by the applicant. Therefore, the limitation taught by Adams clearly disclose that the privilege data returned by the selector 
entity indicates that the user has the right to use only certain portion of the service's capabilities. 

On the other hand, applicant argues that the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose advertisement as disclosed in claims 5, 6 and 
9. However, Adams discloses that the subscriber request to access an application through the Relying party's website indicates that the 
advertisement for certain service exist as to enable a subscriber to request privilege to use such service (Adams: column 5 lines 14-18), 
even if Adams does not explicitly disclose the term advertisement and indication of advertisement, Adams inherently disclose these 
limitation as they are essential requirement for a subscriber to request certain services provided by a relying party. Therefore, applicant's 
argument is respectfully traversed. 
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
